STEALING SEALSKLNS. 

Hunters of the Schooner liliiettn In .lull at 
Scuttle for Itobbi-ry. 

pK.\TTLK, Ojt. 10 —The Bealiof; schooner 
Idaotta arrived from Bshringaea yesterday 
morning und soon after Bhe%ame to anchor 
a lively fight took placo between Captain 
Whitney and Fred Walker, one of tho hunt- 
ers. It appears that Wulkor, S.'imuol VV uIlz 
and Chas. Johnson were under arrest for 
stealing Boulskina last May, and since that 
lime have boon given thoir liberty on bourd 
of tho vessel. Soon after anchor wixa CiSt in 
l^Uiott: biy \Valker clamliered into tlie 
ship's boat lying alungnido. The mate hap- 
pened to site iiim and asked the captain if 
ho wanted Walker to go ashore. Chaplain 
Whitney without waiting to answer jutiipud 
into tho bout. Tho struggle whioh loUowed 
upsot tho boat, Tho crow liahod tho mou 
out of tho water and the o iptuin cauaod tho 
throo men tn ho locked up. Last 
May W..lkor, Waltz and Johnson, who 
were on the anchor vr^tch whilo lying at 
Cook's Inlet, njadc (11' in tho sliip's bjttt and 
took "5 Bcrktsiina of ths probable value of 
and disposed of them to a man in 
Cook's Inlet. The next morning tho men 
and the sealskins were tniesed and the boat 
wont on a souroh fur thorn. The sohoonor 
hpent some time Boarohing for tho men, but 
could got no truco, Subetquoptly they 
struck H dead calm and driftea upon a reef. 
Tho men took the hunting boats and towed 
the vessel off, but soon after thoy drifted on 
another reef running out from a small 
island. Some of the men noticed a little 
smoke on tho beach and an investigation 
sbowod tho thrco misaing men Sound asleep. 
The captain put u pttir of bandcnffs in his 
pooltet and wont after them. When tho 
captain and bis men came upon the mon 
Walker with a rifla In his hands threntoucd 
to kill the captain or Hunter Thompson if 
thoy did not go away. When Walker was 
for a moment olT his guard, Thompson 
tripped him up and throw him.

VANCOnvEB, Oat. 10.- (Special)— The 
Westminster fair was an unqualified suc- 
cess. It was formally opened to-day under 
very ausplolous oiroumstunoos. The wea- 
ther was perfect and tho cro wd was in ex- 
cess of any previous year. The exhibi- 
tion itself was also tar in advance of any 
thing of ths kind ever held in the province. 
The procession from tho city to the park 
was very Imposing. Eighty blue jockota 
and marines froi^i H.M.S. Champion lending 
an additional charm to tho apectaole. 
At tho Rrounds President Trapp delivered 
tt short address introducing His Honor 
Lieut. -Governor Dewdnoy, who formally 
opened the fair. Ho was pleased to know 
that the fair aurpasacd the efTorts of last 
year. After the great oataetropho that hud 
happened by tho flood, it was gratifying to 
aee Buoh a lino exhibition. His Honor gave 
a resume of tho difTeront industries In tho 
province and spoke in high pralee of our 
splendid climato and bright prospects, He 
then declared tho iihow opon. 

In a hurried inspection through the main 
building it was noticed , that the collection 
of agricultural prodocts was such as was 
often desired but never seen at a previous 
show in British Columbia. Tho fruit dis- 
play woa aimply mognifioent, particularly 
the apples, largo in variety and size and 
many.of them of excellent flavor. The dairy 
prodnots were double the size of those of 
last year, and as for the bread exhibit, one 
large table was. covered with the ohoicsst 
makes. The art and ladies' exhibit was also 
first olass, while the floral show waa hardly 
up'to previoiia years. - 
. 'While the atook yard show is on a par 
with other years, tho poultry exhibit is far 
ahead owing to the deep intorest taken In 
this branch. The dog exhibit, one of the 
great exhibits of the fair, docs credit to the 
Province, a large variety of very fino breeds 
being shown, Tho Canadian Paoifio took 
dvor eleven denaoly packed oars of cxcur- 
sioniBts, whilo thei tram ours were going all 
doy crowded to tho doors at every trip. 
Tho tram company handled tho passongera 
admirably and no accidents are recorded, 
with the exception of one tram jumping the 
track at the gas works hill, but no one was 
hurt. 

Tho prize Hat waa still very incomplete at 
the close of the fair to day. In it were 
notioed the fonowing Victoria prize win- 
nora : Okell & Morris, preserved fruit, 
jama, etc.; the Victoria Vinegar Works; 
Brackman &, Ker, and Mrs. Halton, the 
two first prizes falling to that lady for pug 
dogs — a cup and a lot in Langiey. 



MINE ACCIDENT. 

One Miner KUIed at Newcastle— A Number 
of Other Hen . Here or 
Ii«8B Injured. ^ 

Newoastlb, Oct. 10 —Another fatal acci- 
dent occurred in the Oregon Improvement 
Co.'s mines yesterday afternoon, whereby 
one man lost bis life and two were probably 
fatally injured, and eight others sustained 
serious Injury. Tbia last fatality took 
place at the Coal oreek mine, about two 
miles from Newcastle. It waa caused by a 
<• duat " exploalon in , breaat No. 35, on the 
fiftb'Ievel east. Tlia exploaion'qoourred just 
at' the hour when , the seoond shift was 
i>e{ng changed, the third shift going on, 
and all the minen were in ,the gangway. 
Uniy this fact prevents the' obroniciiog of 
a fearful loss of life, which might have 
rivaled in horror the recent disaster at the 
Franklin mines. As It was tho only won- 
der is that CO more Uvea were blotted out 
without worniog. The man killed is George 
Parrisli, Edglish, aged 19, who was employed 
as a driver. Two men are probably fatally 
hurt and others huvo rocoivod various in- 
juries. 

The man who is supposed to bo responsi- 
ble for tho distressing accident is George 
Dobsnn. Ho was biuliy burned ond has ever 
eincj been unconscious, and Is consequently 
unublo to toll how tho accident occurred. 
Dobson was woikiiig in breast .')."), and had 
been sent to fire a blast. It is supposed 
that ho followed inatructiona und the ex- 
plosion resulted. Dabaon is badly burned, 
and will probably die. Ilia injuries were 
cured for, and after tho burns had been 
dressed an cifort was made by Superin- 
tendent F. li. Corey to obtain some idea of 
tlio cuuso of tho oxplosion. Dobson was 
sufToring iniensoly, and when questioned 
said : " 1 don't know ; it all happened ao 
suddenly, and — I am burned all over ; but I did 
not fire tho blaat." Ho had not been asked 
whether ho had fired tho blast or not, and 
just why he thought it necessary to deny it 
is not known. Should Dobson recover the 
story will probably be told,- bnt not until 
then, although, as )a alwaya the case, theor- 
ies as to hbw; the accident occurred are nu- 
meroua and varied. - It is, Ini fact, a repeti- 
tion of those 'frightful diaastera which occur 
too frequently, and which demand ' rigid in- 
voatigaiion. That soores of lives were not 
lost, UB in tho Franklin mine horror of six 
weeks ugo, is solely due to the fact that tho 
changing of shifts brought all tho miners in- 
to tho gangways and made it possible for 
them to eacupo. 

Tho force of tho oxplosion broke out two 
bulkheads in broust thirty-fivo and in breast 
thirty-four the bulkheads wore alao broken, 
lotting down about twenty tons of fino coal 
on tho g.ingway, which a forco of mon soon 
cleared av;ay. 

In tho Nowoastlo mine the conditions oro 
entirely diirerent from thoao in tlio other 
mines in tlio state. It is very dry at tho 
bottom, although 1,0G() feet bulow sea level, 
and to avoid duat explosions tho gangways 
aro continually kept wet, but in tho breasts 
Buch a precaution oancot always bo had. 
More or less dust aooumuiateB, and when a 
shot ia fired it is liable to become ignited, 
but severe explosions are very rare. An ex- 
ploaiou cuuecB tho dust to rise, and the cases 
mooting tho fire of the explcsicn ignite and 
a concussion results. 

There .' were - many miraonloua escapea 
from death, the most remarkable of which 
are those of Archie Hutoblnaon, a one-arm- 
ed boy who Is a driver, and hia brother, 
Robert Hutchinson, a miner. Archie waa 



driving his mule toward breast thirty-five, 
when in a moment he became awaro that a 
sheet of flimo was approaahinc:. With rare 
preaonco of mind ho flung bimaelf baokwords 
into tho empty oart and covered hia face 
with hia coat. Robert Hutchinson sought 
safety behind a timber, and neither was 
hurt, bnt the mule was roasted to death in 
a acoond. Davy Powell, a 15 year-old boy, 
waa trappor at breast thirty-five, and was 
just Inaido tho trap door, within five feet 
of the chute, being directly in tho face of 
tho exploalon. How he escaped death he 
cannot tell, but ho got off with severe 
burns about tho face, neck and hands. 
Dobson, who is supposed to have sot the 
blast, had climbed down and was some dis- 
tance away in the gangway. 

COLONIES AND THE BUFIBE. 

The "Uonilng Feat*' Says It Is Time for 
the SepeBdeDelea to Share the Cost 
of Imperial Defence, 

London, Oct. 10.— The Morning Post will 
publish to-morrow a leader on *'Britlah uavbl 
moyementa in , the East." In ita discnsalon of 
Imperial defence, it says : "The colonies 
hold aloof from Great Britain and are con- 
tent to look on while the mother country 
pays preiTiiuma for their assurance poll- 
oies. Tho time has come for a change. 
Wo would nob do tho ooloniea the injus- 
tice of supposing they would refuao to 
share the expenso of the navy's coaling ata- 
tions, if they wore aaked, but we aro aur- 
prised that not a aicglo colony has ofTerod 
to do ao. This being so, tho Imperial auth- 
ority must take the initiative. It la clearly 
the duty of the government to summon a 
conference of delegates from Auatralia, Can- 
ada and the Cape to discuss with the War 
Office and Admiralty some partnership 
scheme having a sound eommeroial basis."

Vancouver, Oct. 10.— (Speoial)— Prof. 
Soper, of Saginaw, Mich., whoso ballogn 
ascensions were to have been a feature of 
the Weatminater fair, was drowned in the 
Fraaer river to-day, 

Xhe . balloon aacended at 4 o'clock, rose 
ssverai tbomand feet above the river, about 
a quarter of a mile distant, and slowly de- 
aoended, When be should have dropped 
with the parachute the aeronaut was seen to 
stay with the balloon. It waa discovered 
af terwarda that the-paradbnte became en- 
tangled, and balloon, paraohnte and man 
fell into the river, j 

A boat was quickly rowed to the apot and 
Soper was taken out of the water alive, but 
died in a few minutes. 



AT DEATH'S DOCK. 

Fred. G. Turner, of New 'Westminster, Fatally 
Stabbed by a Jealous Woman. 

Vancouveu, Oct. 10. — (Special)— Fred. 
G. Turner, the well known real estate, 
financial and insurance agent of Weatmln- 
ater, ia tb<night dying in St. Mary's hos- 
pital from a knife wound he received last 
evening at the hand of Grace Irvine. The 
woman b under arreat, and will in all 
probability ' be brought to trial for murder, 
as the chance of Tumer'a recovery ia one in 
a hundred. 

Turner's acquaintance with Grace Irvine 
dates back about two years, when she was 
mistreaa of a notorious sporting house in the 
Royal City. He became infatuated and, 
despite the entreaties of hia friends and 
family, spent most of hia time in horsocioty, 
to tho neglect for a time even of his busi- 
ness. Six months ago tho woman went to 
Victoria, where sho was for a short time an 
inmate of an establishment on View street. 
Thoro Turner uguin mot her, and sho ac- 
companied him back to Westminster where 
ho provided her with a homo on hia farm a 
short distanoo from tho city. 

Within tho paac few weeks ho has made a 
determined cfTort to terniinuto tho relations 
between bimaelf and his mistress, urging the 
wishes of his family upon her, but fulling to 
induce her to go away as ho desired her to. 
Sho uBoribed his wish to bo rid of her to 
other causes, and in a fit of jealousy Tues- 
day evening visited bis ofiico and stabbed 
him with a dirk which sho had purobaaed 
only a fow minuoa before, as he was writing 
at his desk. The police and a surgeon were 
summoned at once, and Turner removed to 
St. Mary's hospital, where each hour to-day 
he 'grew weaker. 

At 11 o'clock this evening a telephone 
message was received here announcing that 
the end had conio ; confirmation of this 
news is, howevor, not yet obtainable. Be- 
sides being a prominent member of the 
bnaineaa community, Turner was conspicu- 
ous In cycling circles, being the holder of 
the two-mile provincial championahip and 
one of the moat enthuaiaatic devoteea of tho 
sport.

TERRIBLE VISITATION. 

Tho French Colony of St. IMorro Visited by 
It Fearful Gale— Hciivo Losses 
to Nhlpplng. 

St. Johns, Nfld., Oct. 10.— St. Pierre, 
tho French colony on the eouth couBt of 
Newfoundland, was visited by a tertifio 
gale last night, which caused the loss of at 
least two lives and unprecedent.ed damage 
to shipping. More thvn fifty vessels which 
were anchored In tho roadatoad were driven 
aahoro and most of them wore destroyed. 
Their crows escaped only by the morosb 
ohanco. A fi?ot of more than 1100 French

BnsBia Claims a Direct Interest in 
tlie Fature Government' 
of Korea. 



The Min Elver Closed to Sliipping:- 
Japau^se Prisoners Oruciiled 
and Beheaded. 



HoNfiKONG, Oct. 10. — A diapatoh from 
Fooohoo says that the river has been olosed 
for shipping. Fooohoo is one of the treaty 
porta of China, is the capital of theprovinoe 
of Fokien, and is aitaated about) tweaty fivo 
miles from the mouth of tho Min tiver. 
Fooohoo has a naval arsooal, shipyards and 
school of navigation. Near it are oxtoneiva 
lead mines, and tho blaok tea district is 
within seventy miles of that plaoe. Con 
sequently Fooohoo carries on a lari;e trade 
with tho maritime provlnoos of China, both 
by land and water, us well as wilh tho Loo 
choc islands and Japan. Its population is 
estimated at iiOO.OOO. 

The Uritish first-olass armored oruiser 
Undaunted, twelve guns, commanded by 
Kdward H. Riohurds, which had been direc- 
ted to proceed to Nagasaki, Japan, for ro 
pairs, has been ordered to romaiu here. The 
British eccond-class screw gunboat Fire- 
brand, four guns. Lieut. Commander Lionel 
G. Tufnell, has been ordered to proceed to 
Nowohwang, at the head of t;ho Gulf of 
Leaotong. 

SuANOHAi, Oot. 10. — The Chinese fleet at 
Port Arthur having completed repairs will 
put to sea to-day. Reports of yesterday's 
skirmish north of the Yalu river say the 
Japanese were driven acroas tho river. 

A dispatch lion Tsin siys tho liritish and 
Russian ministers have arrived there and 
will piooeed at once to Pekin. 

The defences of Seoul are being strength- 
ened and the garrison will be reinforced by 
4,000 Japanese troops in anticipation of a 
demonstration by Korean insorf^enta. While 
on the maroh even the private Japanese 
Boldters pay. the Koreans for everythuig ob' 
tained from them. 

The Chinese reoentiy bruoISed two Jap' 
aneie prisoners and beheaded two wonnded 
Japanese soldlera found in an outpost hos- 
pital which had been bnrriodly abandoned. 

London, Oot. 10.— The Manchester Guar- 
dian publishes a letter from St. Petersburg 
saying that Russia sent a note to Japan in 
September claiming an interest in the 
future government of Korea. The Japanese 
reply, ic is asserted, was unfavorable to 
Russia's proposition, Russia's position in 
Eastern Siberia does not render that terri- 
tO|Ty safe in a conflict with Japan, but large 
reinforcements of troops are proceeding to 
the military statians along the Amor and 
Usarl rivers. 

The Birmingham correspondent of tho 
Standard says : Firms here are executing 
enormous orders for ammunition, wbioh it is 
■nppoBed is shipped to che oontiDent and 
thence to the East. 

The European powers are acting in har- 
mony ; they do not intend to permit the 
Integrity of Korea to be disturbed, and will 
actively enforoe tbi« deoisioii ahoQld Japan 
attempt a peraanent ocbupation of the 
peninsula. 

The Standard publishes a letter from 
Peking stating that Li Hung Chang's 
nephew, Li Ching Chuo Chen, the tatotai, 
and Wah yucn, another officer, are charged 
with Belling 250,000 piculs of Cbineacf ice to 
Japan in the early part of the year. The 
rice wai sent onb of tho oonntry.daty free by 
means of paaaea wbioh were' obtained under 
the pretext that tbe'rioe waa for the relief of 
famine sufferers in China. The letters say 
the pul)lio demands their exeontion as 
traitors, ■ , 

Tho Times correspondent writes : " I 
ppent three days with the Chinese fleet 
gathering details of the fight off the Yulu 
river, iu order to discover the cause of the 
heavy casualties. The warships Cba i'ung 
and Yaog Woi were unfit for buttle, as they 
carried iheir original boilers, which had 
been neglected and had become worn out, 
While the whole fleet was steaming ahead, 
the vessels mentioned were left far behind, 
and owiog to their isolated position they 
were an easy prey to tho enemy. Their 
guns wore uaelees through laok of suitable 
powder. 1'hat used had been condemned. 
The Yang Wei, while burning, was rammed 
by the Chin Yuen, which was seeking to es- 
cape. The King Yuen was burned and sank. 
The Lai Yuen was saved, though badly 
burned. Their fate was chiefly owing to 
weak construction and to tho pumps becom- 
ing easily disabled. 

" On the King Yuen the captain and first 
lientenant were killed early in the fight and 
the orew probably lost heart. Tho Lai 

. Ynen was brought into port only by the 
severest exertions of the ofiSoers and orew, 
who were all Chinese, some distisguIahiDg 

■ themselves by . aaving the machine. The 
Chin Yuen oame off best. Fire broke out on 

\het three timea but waa promptly put down, 
owing to ber excellent system cf pumps and 
steam power enabling her to manoeuvre with 
the minimum expoanre. The ahip waa nn- 
iojured. The Chin Yuen was oo'mmanded 
by a Cantoneae captain. 

"Tho shooting on both sides was indifi'er- 
ent. Coneideriiig tho prodigious number of 
projectiles thrown by the Japanese, the 
cfTeot waa trifling, except for the burning of 
the ChinoBo ahipa, Tho Chineao received 
only four hits from the heaviest Japanese 
guns. The Japaneso greatly cxoelled the 
Chinese in discipline and tuctioal akill. 

" The principal leason to bo learned from 
tho engagement is tho extreme value of 
speed, quick-firing guns and scioDtifia nian- 
(imvcring. When firo broke out on tho Jap- 
anese veBsels and guna and crew wore disor- 
dered, tho Japanese stood away and repaired 
the damage unmolo^ted, and then returned 
to action. The Chineso received the sevor- 
eat punishment while struggling to put out a 

^fire or to replace obturator rlnga." 



FEMALE SUFFRAGE. 

Cardinal Gibbons Thinks tho Womon's 
Sphere Is Home. 

Baltimore, Oot. 10.— The sermon of 
Cardinal Gibbona at the cathedral on Son- 
day was addressed particularly to women. 
Ho took occasion to express himself on 
woman sulfruge. Ho said in part : 

" To-day wo honor tho queen of saints, 
tho Virgin Mary. I think the dippuBBionato 
student of hiatory will aoknowled^u thub 
woman io]indobtod to tho example of Mary 
for her elevated poaition in social and do- 
mestic life. Tho church declares that 
woman is equal to and the peer of man. 
Almighty God in hi.s distribution of hla gifts 
makoa no diatinution on account of ruoe, 
previous condition or aex. Tho proper 
sphere of woman is tho home, and the more 
influonco she gains in public life the more 
aho will lose in private life. While the men 
are the sovoreigus of the country their wives 
command them and thoroforocxerclBe u con- 
trolling power. Above oil things take c&io 
of your homep."

Clmreh of England Consrress Opened 
in London— Wliitc 8 Massacred 
by Kaffirs. 



Rumored Engragemcnt Between the 
' . ''Prince of Batteuber? and 
Miss Gould. 



A diepatoh from Exeter "Bay 8 : "The 
annual oburoh oongreiB opened here yeater- 
day, with 31 bishopa of the Church of Eng 
land in attendance, aa well as a large nam 
ber of ohurohmeu of lower degree and prom 
inent laymen from all parts of tho country, 
The members of tho congreas were %?eloomod 
at Guildhall thia moruing by Mayor Edward 
James DomvUle, after wbioh they attended 
aervlca at the oattiedra], where Bight' Rev, 
Fredericb: Temple, Bishop of London, deliv 
ered the sermon. The businesa aesaions of 
the coDgreea commenced this afternoon in 
Victoria Hall with the delivery of the 
inauc;ural addreea of Bight Rev. H. 
Biokeisteth, Bishop of Exater and the 
president of tho oongrees. Tho president's 
address waa followed by tho rnadiog of pa- 
pers on the subjects of Bible oritloism, tem- 
perance work, religious inatruotion in 
Bchoola, the work of tlie country oicrgy and 
the ethica of athietioa. Earl Nelson pre- 
sented a paper on " Tlie Cbnroh of Eogland 
and Noneonformity." Sir Albert Rollit, 
president of the Associated Chambers of 
Commerce, spoke on the aubjeot of morals 
and commerce. Among the other spealicra 
were tho Earl of Mount- ^dgoumbo, Canon 
Knox Little, Sir Richard Webster, the 
Bishop of London, Sir Staff ird Nortboote, 
Sir B. W. Riobardson, Archdeacon farrar, 
and Right Rev. Alfred Etrle, Bishop of 
Marlborough. The aessiona of tho ooncfresa 
will continue for four days. 

Tho minister of tho Spanish colonies has 
resigned hia liTioe and many of his colleagues 
aro expected to retire within a week. It is 
assumed that the minister's resignation is 
due to the trouble in Cuba and Porto Rico, 
notably in the latter, whore tho autonomist 
movoment is very strong. 

Mouitou Paddook, tho Newmarket resi- 
dence of Abingdon Baird, known as Squire 
Abingdon, was cll'ured at nuotion Tuoetiny, 
but was withdrawn after £(37,000 had been 
bid for it. 

An iuBurrection boa broken out in Cili- 
mes, Ecuador. Seuor Trivinco, who took a 
prominent part in the revolution of ISS'>, 
heads the rebellion and troops have been 
eent from Quito to quell the uprising. 

Qaeen Victoria la said to bo displaying 
some concern in coonection with the rumortd 
prospect of an engagement between Miss 
Anna Gonld and Prinoe Francis of Bitten- 
berg. The latter has been withdrawn from 
Paria in conseqaenoe, it ia said, of tho 
Qaeen'a interposition againat his alliance 
with the heiress. George and Anna Gould 
are now in London, and aro expected to sail 
October 15 for America. 

The London Times discaesing the con- 
dition of wheat growing in America, aa re- 
ported fay. the agrloultaral board, says the 
Amerieaia farnier Dinst endeavor to raise 
.prioes or.: abandon iwheali Rrowlng. Ameri- 
ean raiiroads, and ateamen will aomo day 
cease to oarry hia wheat for^aimost nothing. 
It ia reasonable to regard the present price 
of wheat as eooentrio, transient, .- phenom- 
enal. .The return of prioea to the recent 
leyel wUr be assisted ,, by the abundance of 
gold promised by new disooveriea. 

A dispatoh from Loreszo Marquez, on 
Dslagoa bay, Sonthesst Africa, saya that 
Chief Mahazala'a Ka£Br tribesmen have 
massacred several whites and a large num- 
ber of tho K^fEr allies in the outskirts of 
the town, There ia continhal raiding and 
looting in the vicinity. 

THE CZAR. 

He Was Terribly AtTectcd on Beingr Informea 
Th&t There Is No Hope.; 

London, Oct. 10. — The Berlin correspon- 
dent of the Daily News says that Professor 
Leyden starts to day for Livadia In accord- 
ance with a previous agreement. Dispatches 
received in Berlin from Copenhagen and St. 
Petersburg oono^ming (he C^w's condition 
have a more favorable tone. 

The Standard's correspondent, in St. Pe- 
tersburg sends the following story, the facts 
of which he says ho learned through an ear- 
witness : •' When Dr. Zaoherin told the 
Cz»r that hia malady woa inourible — that 
care and attention might prolong hia life a 
few months, but that it was useleae to con- 
oeal the fact that no remediea would avail 
beyond a certain period, the Cz»r waa ter- 
ribly aCFaoted. He entered another room 
and exclaimed to tho occupanta : ' Dr. 
Zicborin baa just told me that thero ia no 
hope.' " 

Everybody waa thrown into oonatornation 
by tho Cz»r'a ohanpo of face and mien and 
greatly hUnitd Ur. Z icherin for speaking so 
bluntly. 

Tho corrospondont vouches for tho oor- 
rectnesa of this story. He adds : The 
Czirovitch will very shortly return hero ac- 
companied by tho (irund Duko Michael. 
The two will preside over tho council of 
Btato and act jointly. Tlioy will bo rpgenta 
in cverythiui; except ia name. Army re- 
ports have already been Ruhmlited to tho 
Czirevitch, whn will probably' ossumo tho 
chief oommaud almost immediately. His 
marriage appears to bo somowhat removed, 
partly owing to tho tradition that no 
Cz»r may marry within a year of his 
ooronatlon. 

It ia reported that Professor Liyden is 
less hopeless ooncurnioi( the Czir than ia 
Dr. Ztoherin. Hd considers that the dis- 
ease must have existed two years, and bo 
is astonished that it waa not detected at 
an earlier stage when' treatment is moro 
likely to be efficient. 

Beeun, Oct. 9 — Prof. Leyden, tho dis- 
tinguished speoiaiist who recently profes- 
sionally attended the Cz\t, said to-day that, 
all thioga oonsidered, the Cz»r'B recovery is 
possible. His chief tronble, he said, ia 
granular contraction of the kidneys. The 
heart is also alfcctod, causing difficult 
breathing and fits of unconsciousness. 
There was no dropsy, but incipient diabetes 
existed. 

CENTUAL AMEIilCA.

Nkw Youk, Got, 10.— A special from 
Panama to the Herald says: An ineurrec- 
tiott has broken out at Calimea, Ecuador. 
Senor Trivlno, who took a prominent part 
in the revolution of 1885, heads the rebels, 
and troops have been sent from Qalto to 
ijuoll tho uprieing.

EARL GREY. 

Ono of the Oldest Jlembers of the Hoiue of 
Lords UiilUercd to His Fathers. 

London, Oct. 10.— Earl Henry Grey, 
whose death ia announced, was born Decem- 
ber 28, 1802, and was the oldest son of the 
greit Earl Grey, premier of Great Britain in 

1830 34. Ha was educated at Trinity col 
lege, Cambridge, and aa Lord flowiok was 
returned to tho Houso of Commons in 18^:0 
a< member for Winoholeea, in 1S30 for 
H gham Ferrara, at tho general election of 

1831 for I^orthumberlaud, and after the 
passage of the reform bill for the northern 
division of that county. On the formation 
of his father's ministry he waa appointed 
under secretary for tho colonies, but in 1833 
resigned in consequence of the determina 
tioa of the cabinet not to attempt the 
immediate emancipation of alavoa. Ho 
afDerwards held for a short period tho post 
of under secretary for home afifairs, and on 
the formation of the Melbourne adminis- 
trstton in 1835 became secretary of war. 
Having at the general election of 1841 
lost his seat for Northumberland, which he 
had represented for ten years, he was 
returned in September of that year for 
Sunderland, and ezerbiaed bis powers aa a 
debater in opposition to the Peel govern- 
ment. He sooceedrd his father as thiril 
Earl Grey^ July 17, 1845, and, on the con- 
struction of a Whig cabinet by Lord John 
Russell in 184G, accepted tho position of 
secretary of state for the colonies, resigning 
with hia ooUeaguen in 18.')2 Lord Grey, 
who figured prominently in tho opposition 
to Lord Derby, was not included in the 
coalition cabinet, did not approve tho policy 
uf Lord Aberdeen's cabinet in declaring war 
against Russia, and explained hia peculiar 
views on thia question in a long speech. 
For many yeara he hod spoken but rarely in 
the House of Lords, though ho frequentlv 
wrote long ond weighty letters to tho Tirries 
on the questions of tho day. Earl Grey is 
the author of " Colonial Policy of Lord Rua- 
aell'a Adminietration," and of an caaay on 

' Parliamentary Government as to Reform." 

" IT MUST BE ENDED." 

His Uoliucas On the Oiiposltlon In the U. S. 
to the Apostolic Delegation— Audience 
With Castclar. 

Rome, Oct. 10. — lb ia atated upon high 
Vatican authority that tho Pope aaid to 
Monseigneur Gravel yesterday that hia ency- 
clical letter dealing with the -affdir8« of.tthe 
church in the United States was designed to 
put an end to opposition in America to the 
apostolic delegation. During his conversa- 
tion with Mgr. Gravel,' His Holiness ex- 
claimed repeatedly : " It must be ended." 

The Pope's audience with Senor Castelar 
lasted an hour and a half. His Holineas 
was very cordial. Senor Castelar thanked 
the Pupo for hia democratic and aociai lean- 
ings, and the Pope congratulated the Span- 
iab statesman upon his provisional adhesion 
to the Spanish monarchy as an act of poll* 
tical prudence. 

FOEBIGN OFFICE EXOrPBD. 

The British Consul at Cadiz Shoots Himself 
While at His Departmental 
Headquarters. 

London, Oct. 10.— The Foreign Office 
was this afternoon the scene of a tragedy 
which created great excitement within the 
precincts of that department. Mr. P. Hen- 
derson, British Consul at Cadiz, who was 
in London on leave of absence, called at tho 
Foreign Office and in the oourea uf business 
which led him there engaged in conversation 
with St. G. Foley, an interpreter of the 
Foreign department. Suddenly Henderson 
drew a revolver and before Mr. Foley could 
interfere shot himself through the head and 
fell to the floor, dying in a few minntes. 
Ur. Hsndenon's motive.for taking his life 
is nnlcnown. 



ORANGES AND LEUONS. 

The CnltlvaUon of That Class of Fruit an 
Important Industry In New South 
Wales. 

The cultivation of oranges and lemons has 
lately become an important industry in New 
South Wales, especially in tho dialriota 
around Sydney. Tho orange ia not on in- 
digenous fruit, but waa introducid Bhortly 
after tho work of aottlemont had com- 
menced, a clergyman who had ariivod in 
Australia with the first fleet, obtaining a 
few seeds from Portugal, which, planted in 
hia garden on the shores of the Parramatta, 
grew so rapidly that within a few year* he 
was enjoying the pleasure of eating oranges 
obtained from bis own trees, The suitabil- 
ity of the soil for orange cultivation being 
thus practically demonstrated, tho forma- 
tion of orangeries became general in the 
districts watered by the Parramatta 
and Lane Gove rivers, afterwards , ex- 
tending to Maitland and other portions 
of inland country. ■ 

The orangeries range from four to twenty 
acres in extent and as a' rule bring a fain 
aniount of profit to the owners, especially 
where the work of drainage has been' prop- 
erly attended to. When the trees are full 
grown and kept free from Boale and 
other insects they become extremty 'valU' 
able, each yielding fruit to the value of £4 
or £5 per annum. Tho orange is so easily 
grown in some distriota that, like tho gooao- 
berry hueh and currant tree in England, it 
often finds it place in tho liumblcBt garden. 
So abundant alao is tho fruit that in moat 
eeuaona the supply ia Urgwly in exccsa of tho 
means of local cf r-n'nption ; oonsfquently 
endeavors ore beii y nuitio to develop un ox- 
port trade with liie United Kingdom. 
Canada and olseu hcre, thu or ngoa arriving 
in London when tho iiiijioriB from Spain 
and other countries of Southern Europe 
have ceased, Almoat every known descrip' 
tion of orange ia grown, the trees- continU' 
ing to bear for mony years.

DEGKPTIVE T ACTIOS. 

The taotioa of the Grits are deceptive, 
bat they are exceedingly shallow. They 
keep on discussing the trade question and 
enlarging on the benefits of free trade when 
they know very well there is no such thing 
aa free trade in their policy. Their object, 
of course, is to loud tho people to beliovo 
that if the Liberals were placed in power 
free trade would, by some means or other, 
come to the country. Mr. Lftnrier,to do him 
jastloe, did not promiie CanadiaoB free 
trade; in fact, he told 'them ezplioitly that 
if the reins of government were placed 
in his handa he could not estab- 
lish a free trade policy, yet in the face 
of this express declaration' the organs, of 
bit party talk abbot tree trade as if it were 
to'day within the reach of the people of this 
Dominion. 

These organists are so unreasonable as to 
complain of the newspapers supporting the 
Government because they do not waste their 
space In diacuasing free trade in the abstract. 
Why should they do so ? There is no ques- 
tion of fteedom of trade before the people. 
The Ltberale are obliged to admit that for 
an indefinite period to come, no matter 
what Government ia in power, the 
greater part of the revenue will 
have to bo raised by the imposition of 
duties on goods imported. The issue be- 
tween parties therefore resolves itself into a 
qneatlon as to the best -way of revising the 
tariff. The import trade of the country 
most give the GovernmcDt a oertain som, 
Bay twenty n.illions of dollara, every year. 
Our rulers, whether they aro Conservative 
or Liberal, will have to consider on what 
olaases of goods those twenty millions can 
be raised. This simple question cannot be 
transformed into a free trade problem by 
any kind of political jugf;lery or by tho moat 
brilliant oratory. Toll an intelligent 
Llnglish free trader that Mr. Laurior 
propoaoa to raise a revenue of twenty 
millions of dollars on importations 
valued at S121,70.'>,030 by a free trade tariCF 
and he will laugh heartily at the absurdity 
of the idea. It is a wonder that Grits pes- 
acasing an ordinary share of common aenao 
and a littla common honesty do not aoo tho 
predicament in which they place them- 
selves by posing as the advooates of frco 
trade under suoh oironmBtanoes. They can- 
. not bat see that their tariffi tinker it as 
they may, oannot be a free trade tariff, oon- 
seqiiently tho only oonoluaion which the im- 
partial bystander can possibly arrive at ia 
that they keep up tho cry of free trade to 
deceive the people, to load thoni to believe 
that they are going to have what it is out of 
the power of the Liberals to give them if 
they pursue the policy wbioh Mr. Laurier 
in his Bpeoahos has outlined. 

It the Liberals wore honoBt or oven cou- 
slatout llioy would toll the people that thoy 
did not boliovo in protection, and would 
ask their leave to try a policy of Kogliah 
free trade ; that is they would propose to 
Impose duties on a few artioles not produc- 
ed in the country, for purely revenuo pur- 
poaes, and they would make up tho do- 
fioienay of the revenue by levying direct 
tuxes of dIfTeront kinds. They would raise, 
euy six and a half millions, out of a revenue 
of thirty millions from customs duties, 
and tho rest by excise taxes, stamps 
and other direct imposts. This is how the 



British revenue, under what ia called free 
trade— Mr. Lijirior'a "ideal" — ia raised. 
The eatiroato for the year 1891 95 ia 
£9i,175,000. Of this £20,000,000 ia raised 
by oaatoms duties. Ezoise yields £26,000,- 
000; stamps, £14,000,000; land tax and 
house duty, £2,470,000 ; properiy and in- 
come tax, £15,530,000. Thus we aee that 
under free trade very little moro than ono- 
tifih of tho revenuo ia derived from laxi's on 
imports, Excise, stamp", house du y aLd 
inconie tax give ££8. 000,000, or more 
th^n three-fifths of the whole revenue. 
Very nearly ono-aixth of the British revenuo 
ia raised by a direct tax on income and 
proprrty. If the gentlemen who advocate 
Eogliah free trade had tho honeaty to toll 
the people exactly what that aystom moans 
and what it involves Canadians would, we 
think, admire their honesty ; but they would 
be very apt to conclude that the eyatem of 
taxation which works fairly well in an old 
and a wealthy country like Great Britain 
will hardly suit a young and comparatively 
poor country like Canada. As it ia 
the Grit editors do not tell the 
people the whole truth. They do 
not let their readers know what free 
trade costa the people of Groat Britain, and 
how tho dolioienoy in tho revenue which froo 
trade oauaes ia made up ; but this ia an 
essential part of the Britiah aystem. Why ia 
it kept out oi sight ! The truth is, as we said 
ut first, Mr. Laurier'a trade policy is not free 
trade of tho Knglish or any other kind. Tho 
nondoEoript eyslem which he advocates has 
bocn iuvcnted for the purpose of helping him 
and hia friends to get into power and for no 
other. 



WILSOJSrS WELOOMB. 

The Hon. W. L. Wilson, the American 
statcaman, when he aooepted the invitation 
of the London Chamber of Commerce, and 
when ho made a speech on the trade ques- 
tion at tho banquet given in hie honor, it; is 
now seen, knew very well what was in alore 
for him at home. In a speech which he de- 
livered tho other day in Charleston, West 
Virginia, he said s 

" Why, when I was in Ijondon two wetks 
ago I was honored, very unexpectedly to 
myanlf, with an invitation to tho 
Chamber of Commerce, to be thoir guest 
at a public dinner. I was surprised 
to receive suoh an invitation because I was 
seeking rest and I knew then as well as I 
know to-day that what I would say on that 
occasion would be perverted and falsified, 
but I did not think that I need be afraid to 
talk to the people of London as I talked to 
the people of West Virginia." 

To an interviewer in Baltimore Mr. Wii* 
son said : 

" The dinner tendered to me was, I felt, 
too great an honor to my country and my- 
self to be declined, coming from the great 
commercial chamber of tho world. I 
accepted, feeling that I could not 
show my appreciation better than 
speaking as an American citizen 
exactly as I speak at home. .... Mr. 
\\'ilaon repeated that be was well aware of 
the use the Republicans would make of the 
incident, but for him to have refused it 
would have been ill-bred, churlish and 
cowardly." 

Aa Mr. Wileon foreaaw, hia political oppo- 
nents eagerlyieized upon his Londonspeeoh— 
which, by the way, he had taken the pre- 
oautionstowriteoutinfuU for the reporters— 
as political capital. Mr. McKinley was not, 
it seems, above criticising that speech un- 
fairly, giving garbled quotations from it, 
and the smaller fry of Republican jouroaiiata, 
looking upon Mr. Wilson as their lawfal 
prey, pounced npon him and represented 
him to be everything but a loyal American 
citizen. 



NOTSim MISAOULOUS. 



Our Liberal contemporaries in the East 
have not yet ceased to expatiate upon tho 
wonders which Mr. Laurier ia aupposed 
to have wrought in the West. Aooording 
to* them there haa been a notable Grit re- 
vival in these regions. A multitude of Con- 
servatives—their numbers aro not given- 
have had their eyea opened to aee tho error 
of their political waya and have entered, or 
aro ready to enter, the Grit fold. Wo 
greatly fear that when they know tho truth 
they will bo sadly disappointed. They will 
see by-and-bye that distance and the Grit 
newspapers have lent enchantment to tho 
view, and that things political are in this 
Wild West not what they aeem. If thoy were 
hero they would find tliat tho iiiipreasion 
mado by tho Lo vdor of tho Oppoaition has 
been very faint indeed, and thoy would con- 
olnde that in a very short time there wih 
not be a traoe of it anywhere viaiblo. Tho 
zeal of tho Liberals haa flickered a little, liul 
tho flame doea not appear to bo very strong, 
and aa fur as tlui Conaorvativea arc con- 
cerned they aro, as fur aa can bo aeon by the 
naked eye, precisely where they were be- 
fure Mr. Laurier and bis friends came among 
them. Tho apccohes of the Grit leaders 
have mado no impression upon the Con- 
aervativo mind in those parte. How could 
they ? There was really nothing practical 
or tangible iu tlicm, and, woroo than that, 
we fear that Mr. Laurier'a reputation as au 
orator has snSered by his visit 
to the Paoifio Goasb. Many who heard him 
here openly declared their disappointment in 
htm as a speaker, and many more feel that 
ho did not come up to thoir expectations, 
but do not conaidor that they aro culiod 
upon to express their private opinion 
public. 

Wo are at a loss to understand why the 
KiBtern journaliita should attach such very 
groat importance to Mr. Laiirier'd utter- 
ances in tho West. Thoy know that tho 
people of tho iOiatorn provicces have for 
yoara had tho unutterable privilege of lis- 
tening to Mr. Luurior, speaking in at leaat 
two languagoa, and they have not soon tho 
moat brilliant of his diaoonrses followed by 
any very wondorfnt results beneficial to 
his party. The Conservatives of the 



East have liatoned with pleasure times with- 
out number to Mr. Laurier'a ailvory oratory, 
but thoy have, notwithstanding, remained 
Conservativea. They may have formed a 
high opinion of Mr. Laurier'a oratory, and 
they may esteem him for bis courteous and 
pleasant manner, but not ono of them, as far 
aa we have hoard, has oven thought of ad- 
opting Mr. Laurier'a political creed. The 
ICaat is and haa been atrongly Conservative 
Cannot our contemporaries imagine that 
something like this has been the efTeot of 
the Leader of the Opposition's speeches in the 
West. We do not believe that Mr. Laurier 
has left a single euomy behind him in tbe 
West, but we have not yet seen any evidence 
that he has made a solitary convert. We 
are not by any means sure that bis 
mission to British Columbia at any ra^ 
will not be followed by results injurious to 
tho Liberal cause. Party spirit is not 
very strong in thia part of the world, and 
men are more diapoaed to reason dispas- 
sionately on political questions than they 
are in the Eist. Hundreds of those who 
heard Mr. Laurier, and who .read hia 
apeeohea, are moved to' ask ; la there any- 
thing in hia policy ? Do hia speeches mean 
anything? Do thoy foreahadow a policy of 
practical free trade There can be but one 
answer to thcso questions, and intelligent 
men will be certain to ask for something 
more definite and more substantial on the 
trade question than can be found in Mr. 
Laurier'a speeehea. . . 

JUST OOMMBNDATION, 

Sir John Gorat told an interviewer in 
Montreal that tbe principal thing that 
British Columbia wants is population. It 
has great resources and many of them, but 
what are needed are capital and labor to 
develope them. Sir John Gorak is right, 
and wo have a notion that thia Province 
will got what it wiuitf before very long. 
Sir John apeaka favorably of the climate of 
thia Paoifio Province, and ho eeemB to think 
that if its mildness, were generally known 
many intending immigrants would prefer it 
to the less genial Eastern parts of tho Do- 
minion. Hero again Sir John hits the nail 
on the head. Britiah Columbia is 
preferable as to climate to any part of Can- 
ada east of the Rooky Mountains.^ Snob 
men aa Sir John Oorst can do mnoh to make 
tbe advantages of British Columbia known. 
It is clear that he and men of his standing 
can have no object in giving too favorable 
an account of thia Province, and consequent- 
ly a word from him will have far greater 
weight with those looking for a home on 
this side of the Atlantic than anything that 
can be said or written by persons fuapected 
of having an objeot in giving this part of 
Canada too high a character.

BOMBARDMENT OF HOOTZ NOO 00. 

Ilflw an lacliilent Indian KlBlng in Alaaka 
Was HupiiresBeU. 

(From tho Alaakan Ilorald ) 
In 1882 the now e.x;ist:iDg Alaska Oil 
and Giiano Company, at Killisnoo, was 
known as the Northwest Trading Com- 
pany. The Killisnoo station was in 
charge of the late John M. A''anderbiit, 
of Sitka. (Jno day while two of the em- 
ployes of tho company and au Indian 
doctor were out in a whaling boat testing 
a new gun, t lie gun cicploded and killed 
tile Indian doctcir. (lotting back to tli 
st-itioii tlioy reported tliu incident, ;uul 
the Indians btcaino excited and de 
nianded a potlatch of 200 blankets from 
tho company. In those days tho Hootz 
Doo-oo Indians were noted for their hua- 
tility. 

The Indians on being refused tho 
blankets proceeded to a lagoon, where 
two white men wuio ti.iliing fur herring, 
and iinpri-soned them. The agent, fear 
iiig that tho liuliaiia might destroy tho 
company's jiroperty, came over to Sitka 
and asked protection from tliu captain of 
the man-of-war Adams, Unfortunately 
tho Adams waa undergoing repairs, but 
tho rcvunuo cutter Corwin, comniaiidud 
by .T. I\I. Hoaly, waa lying in the liarhor 
Morrinian asked Capt. Uealj for assist 
aiico, wliicli was granted. The Corwin 
proceeded to Hootz-noo-oo village with a 
company of marines and Capt Merriman 
aboard. On arriving at the viUage 
(ioorgo Koatrometinoff, who was then 
employed as Russian and Indian inter- 
preter by tho naval dcpiuttuent, WL'iit 
aahoro and re(jnu.Htc'd llio cliiuf of tho 
tribe to come ab( ard. W hen the chief 
came aboard Capt. Murriman upbraided 
him for incarcerating the white men and 
demanded their immediate libcratioi 
.The Indians were intimidated arid pro- 
duced tho two 111011, but tlio captain's 
anger was not appeased, and he decided 
to pliiy a little " potlatcli game " liirnself. 
For tho niisdomeanor tliu Jndiaii.s liad 
committed hy tliu conllnonieiil (jf the two 
men ho demanded a potlatch of 400 
blankets, and if the blankots did niob 
materialize he would v^ool his guns on 
the village and clean things out. The 
1 iidians rtLstlcd ill vain to rai.sci tho t.-ix 
imposed on them. Several liours i)a3sod 
and they .succeeded in raisiing 10 biaiiket.s 
only. Tho ca])laiii would not come down 
a single blanket, so accordhigly ho told 
tho Indians to clear out and ho then 
binned away at tho village. The ahip'a 
crow also wont ashore and set fire to every 
houne and cabin in the village. No Uvea 
wore sacriliced.

Whereas it is expedient and neoessarr to 
raise a sum ot money for extending a^d im- 
orovlng tha supply o( water of the water works 
of the City ot Victoria to tho Inhabitants 
thereof, and for that purposo to raiso by way 
of loan upon the credit of tho aald olty tho sum 
of $160,000; . . 

And whoreaa it will require tho aum of 

87,731 to bo raised annually by rate for tho pay 
mont of tho now debt and interest; 

And whereas tho wliolo ratable land and 
Improvomenta or real properly of Uio said cor- 
poration of tlie City of Victoria, according to 
tho last revlaed aaaoaamont roll for tho year 
180i, la ?lS,55g,370,CO; 

And whoreaa it will require an annua! rate 
ot one half ot one mill in the dollar for paying 
such new debt and interest; 

And whereas this By-law shall not be altered 
or repealed except with the consent ot the 
Ueulenant-Qovemor-ln OonncU., 

Bo It therefore enacted by the Municipal 
Council of tho corporation of the Olty of Ytc- 

toria, as follows : 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor ot tho 
corporation ot tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon the credit ot tho said Corporation by way 
of tho Qobonturea horoinaftor mentioned from 
any poraon or persona, body or bodies corpor- 
ate, who may bo willing to advance tho aamo 
as a loan, a sum of money not exceeding in tha 
whole tho sum of $150,000 currency (or sterling 
money, at tho rate of i.80 2-3 dollars to tho one 
pound sterling), and to oauae all sums so raised 
or iceoeived to be paid into tbe liands of 
the^Rcsasurerot the said Oorporatlon, for the 
purpose and with tbo obJeo£ hereinbefore ro< 
cited. 

Seo, 2. It shall bo lawful for the said Mayor 
to causo any number of debentures to bo made, 
executed and issued for such sums as may bo 
required, not exceeding, however, tho sum of 
$150,000, either la currency (or aterling money 
attlienteofl.862.3 dollars to the one pound 
aterllng) aa may be required, each of the aald 
debehtnces behig of the amount of $1,000 or its 
sterling equivalent at the rate aforesaid, and 
all such debentureo ahall bo sealed with the 
seal of tho Corporation and signed by tho 
Mayor thereof. 

Sec 3. Tho said debentures shall bear date 
tho let day of October, 1881, and ahall be made 
payable in fifty years from the aald dato at 
auch place, either in Great Britain,' the United 
States of America, or the DomiaioB of Canada, 
as may ho designated therron, and shall have 
attached to them coupons for tho payment of 
Interest, and the signatures to tho interest 
coupons may be either written, stamped, 
printed or lithographed. 

Seo. 1. The aald debenturea shall hear In 
terost at the. rate ot ii per cent, per annum 
from the date thereof, whioh interest- ahall bo 
payable half yearly, at such place, either in 
Great Britain, the United States ot America 
or tho Dominion of Canada, as may bo ox 
pressed in the debentures and coupons. 

Seo. 5. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause the said debentures and the Interest 
coupons, either or both, to be made payable at 
such place, either in Great Britain, this United 
States of America, or the Dominion of Canada, 
as may be desired. 

Seo. 6. For the purposo of raising annually a 
certain apoclflo sum for the payment of tho In- 
terest on tlio said debentures during their cur 
rency, thero shall bo raised annually the sum 
ot fS,7&0, and for the purpose of raising annu- 
ally a certain speolflo aum for the iwyment of 
the debt at maturity, there shall be raised an- 
nually tho sum of $085, 

Seo. 7. Tho aald annual sums In tho next pre- 
ceding paragraph mentioned shall bo raised 
and levied In each year by a rate aufflclont 
therefor on all tho ratable land or improve- 
ments orroal property in tho Municipality ot 
the aaid Oorpifration of the City ot Tictorla 
during the continuance of tho said debentures 
or any of them.

Large Quiintltles of Imllan Goods PurcliaBeil 
During the Week— Shortage of Eastern 
Avples— Decline In JleatB. 

An important factor in the general busi- 
□OBS of the week has been tho Indian trade. 
Nearly every Indian soitliDg orew which has 
BO far returned from Behriog aea is expend- 
ing its earniaRB— in Bomo caaoB amounting to 
thouBands of dollara— in the city, the result 
being that every Bohoocer which they 
manned during tho Boaaon, and on which 
they are now depending for transportation 
home, is either loading or has loaded heavy 
cirgoeaof all kinds of artioloa. The ex- 
ample set by the Indian In this particular is 
very oominendablc, for ho expends his money 
In a manner that will be of some use and 
oomfort to him and his family. Frtqucnlly 
noticeable iiniorg tho oargoeu are 
sowing miiohinofl, orgarB, etc., while 
tho bulk of them consist of 
buiUlicg mitoriul, proviuiona and clothing 
for hoiiiOB along the lalund couat. 

Market supplies, us a rule,liiive been fully 
equal to tho growing demmids. Fornieie 
are, however, slow in bringing in thoir slulf, 
but this may be owing to thoir anxiety to 
gob fail work liniahed while tho lino weath- 
er oontinues. One of tho principal articles 
whtoh they liavo brought in of late is fresh 
pork, which in consequence has declined a 
little in value. There is alao a small reduc- 
tion in betf in the carcase, and niuttoa. In- 
dications point at preaent to a poor supply 
of EiBtorn apples this winter. lu Oaturio 
the apple orop haa boon short this year ow- 
ing to the drought and early froata. Pack- 
ed eggs are also aomewhat soiroe and are 
advancing. 

A reoenb Sydney (N.S.W.) paper contains 
tha foUowiog marknt report : 

"Fisil-(Daty Id. per lb) American 
lib. salmon. Tno month's reoeinta comprise 
171 c>ae8 per Watrlmoo and Manowui for 
Sydney, and 250 oaees for other oolonita. 
There has not been the slightest improve- 
ment in the demand for thia llae, the inquiry 
for wbioh this wintor haa been unnsaally 
slack. No lines of any momenb have obaoged 
hands, and our last month'squotationa of G<3d 
for best and 53 Ci to Ss 9d for second brands 
are unaltered, and nominal in tho utter ah. 
seoce of business. Thia fish, however, is 
not eingular in its dullness, as all descrip- 
tions are ffjuttliy depressed, and until the 
laboring population are better employed no 
improvement in value from loc»l causca is 
likely. 

" Bulk salmon ia quite noglcotod, and wo 
have only to note tho sinall arrival of Eome 
254 barrels duricg the month. 

" Lobsters aro Init sparingly inquired for, 
and are worth 9 1. 61. per doz><n. 

" Oysters are in stiiall n quest only, and 
although quoted at up to -li 91. perdtzio, 
have had sales down to 4a lid. per dczen for 
good brands, 

"Hops (free). — The market ia well sup- 
plied with all descriptions of colonial grown 
hops, which aro quoted from lOi. to lid. 
por lb. The Warrimoo broui-ht .35 bales for 
this port and Adelaide from Vancouver."

Wi) have plcaturo in congratulatiog Hon 
Mr. iMartin ufiim hie promotion to tho cub- 
inot position — the next moat Important after 
the Attorney Goeeralahip. For twelve 
years he has been a member of tho Icgiela 
tivo ^u-friihly for Valo district, and during 
that ptriod has hr.aa uu unaaauming but dil 
igont worker. Uo has ahvaya had a place 
on the most important committees of the 
house, wheru hin labors may not have been 
recogn zsd in a public wi>y to bo great an 
extent as thiy miyht have been, hadhopuT' 
Buo'i the cniirBO of figuring uhiifly in the 
public debates, but gradually his abilities 
he.vo placed him among the leading mem 
bcra, until now he ia reaping the reward of 
hia cervices in tho honor just bestowed upon 
him. 

To hiB faithful attention to his dutioa, en 
ergy and peraistence may be attributed in no 
small degree the liberal manner in whloh 
the government has dealt with the needs of 
thia part of Yale districli. His oonrse in tho 
house has shown that whatever measure he 
takes hold of becomes all-impertant to him 
—ho does not rest until he has secured the 
desired object— and ^e predict that upon 
bis taking charge of the lands and works 
department there will be seen a policy pur. 
sued even more progressive than in the past, 
and tho closest attention given to the public 
worha required in every part of theprovinoe, 
As he hag hitherto secured for Yale ber full 
aharo, if not moie t'jan her share, o( the ap 
propriations for roads, trails and bridges, 
now with tho auperviaion of the public works 
throughout tho province, it may with con 
fidenco be expected that tho department of 
landa and works will annually direct tho 
expenditure of its full quota of the nrovin 
oial revenue. Since tho Hon. F.G.Vernon 
haa retired Irom the counacls of tho pro 
vince, his mantlo could have fallen on no 
more worthy shoulders than those of Mr, 
Martin. 

It will be generally regretted throughout 
the province that Hon. Mr. Vernon retires 
from public life. There aro those in the 
oppoaitian ranks who, when they learned of 
hia defeat in East Vale, though rejoiciog in 
the victory of one of their party, would 
rather it had been some other government 
member defeated than Mr, Vernon, and 
perhaps there are eome who voted for the 
opposition candidate in East Yale, who 
wonld Bow^f b9tt«r pteitted hacl the resnlt 
there been otherwise. Hon. Mr. Vernon 
retires with a record of valuable service ren- 
dered to the province, and the policy of hia 
department towards hia constituency, even 
ainoe his defeat, has shown pre eminently 
that ha waa above personal pique, which 
ho miyht well be excused for feeling, in the 
administration of hia office. W^hat wore 
thought to bo but election promiaea as to 
public works, since his defeat he baa car- 
ried out as fully as ho could have, had ho 
been elected by an overwhelming majority. 

Too conteat in North Yale, if there is to 
be one, will be short and the election be 
over before the loKislaturo meeta for the dia- 
ra oh ofjbuiinosa on November 12 next, and 
ic may bo conlidontly expected that this 
riding will be represented by a cabinet mio- 
ister. Mr. Martin has been an able and 
elCciont private member, and in the wider 
acopo for his labor wa have the confident ox 
peotation that he will prove himself worthy 
of the high trnit imposed npon him.

lie K.iti)lre8 .Suddenly "t. Centre Island— His 
, Frofosglonal and li'oUtical 
^ Career. 

(Toronto Kmpiro, October 5.) 

Yesterday afternoon about one o'clock 
Hon. Stephen Richurda, Q C, dropped dead 
in tho lalanel ferry waiting room at Centre 
Island. Mr. and lira. Richurda had been 
summering at -Mead's hotel, and wore re- 
moving to chis ciiy. They wore waiting for 
a boat when Mr. Richards expired. At first 
those about tho place thought that Mr. 
Richards had boon merely Eoizod with a 
fainting lit. Island Conatablo Goodwin was 
notilicd and rowod ovfir to the city, where 
ho informed the police of tho occurrence. 
Coroner Aikina waa also notified, but aa the 
cauao of death was plainly heart disease he 
considered an inquest unnecesaary. 

Hon. Stephen Kichards was a member of 
the John Siudiiotd Maodonald eovernment, 
but for many years past he was entirely 
dissociated from polUics, siving his whole 
attention to his large legal practice. He 
was bom in 1820 In Brook ville, and received 
his education in this city. After aponding 
tho uaual time in' the study of law ho waa 
called to the bar in 1844, and in 18,'jS was 
made a Queen's Counael. In I8(il ho was 
ohoaen by tho Conservatives of South Leode 
to contest that oonalituenoy, but was unsuc. 
oosaful. In 1807, however, ho waa roturHod 
for Niagara on tho resignation or tho mem- 
ber for that constituency, and in tho aamo 
year he bsoamo a mnmber of tho executive 
council aa Commissioner of Crown Landa, 
Id 18G8 ho was made treasurer of the Law 
Society by tho bouohora. 

Hon. Mr. Richards waa a brother of tho 
lato Chief Justice Sir VV. B. Richards and 
also of Hon. A. N. Richards, of Victoria, 
B C , who waa tormerly Li'nitenont-Gov- 
ornor of British Columbia. For aonio years 
paat Mr. Rioharde' health had been poor, 
and he spent several winters in France, 
without, however, much improving bis con- 
dition.
